(2) This sincle-track line has been a branch Line to dete. fra reine 
forcement of the roadbed and the replacerient of the rails with 
heavy type material this line is to be nade suitable for heavy» 
Load trains. St would then have a certain imoortounee as a cross 
connection between three trunk lines. At present, this is not a 
through line because of the destroyed bridge across the Sorae 
iver near Brioscht. It is believed that this bridge will be rea 
built in connection with the plamed reinforcenont of the linc, 

(3) Cottbus is an important railroad junetion for the Lusa‘ion brown 
coal and industrial district, and the Gubon, Forst, and Horka/ 
ehrkirch border crossing points, 

(4) This single-track trunk line, the second track of which wus dise 
mantled, is of considerable importance, Its carrying casavity is 
to be increased by the construction of a crossing loop. 

(5) This single-track line which previously was dcouble=track is of 
importance for both German and Soviet railroad operations as a part 
of a major East-Yest route. 

(6) The location of »choelinits could not be determined . 

(7) It is not clear which of the three bridges across the Spree River 
near Cottbus is meant. One bridge each is located on the Cottbus- 
Guben, Cottbus-Forst and Cottbus-Sprembergeliorka/iehrkirch railroad 
dines. 

(8) This bridge is on the Falkenberg-Uckro line, a singletrack branch 
line. It is a temporary structure which is probably to be replaced 
by a permanent bridge. 
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
